Local Hen Sued in Clear Creek 


County for Po«a»fton X<n<ng

Alleging that F. W. Price, Thomas 


E. email and E. E. Grubb of Colorado 
Springs traded him 1.200 acres of 
wooded ooal land in Kentucky *?r 
which they had no deed, in return 
for the Sllevr Coin. Gold Cain. Gold 
Prince and Homestead lode mining 
claims, Armstrong Shepherd yesterday 
filed} suit in the district court of Clear 
Creek county asking that the deed to 
the mining properties issued him be 
canceled. 


The alleged deal was made January 


10, and shortly afterward Shepherd 
claims that ho found the defendants 
had no title to the Kentucky land. 
Advices from Clear Creek are as fol- 
lows . 


"Price, Small and Grubb claimed to 


be In possession of something like 10,- 
000 acre» of the Kentucky land. Grubb 
received his Interest for 80,000 shares 
of Mock in the Amei'KAn *«»ieo, E*s- 
ve)opm*nt and Investment company, 
controlling a big group of claims on 
Columbia mountain, Clear Creek coun- 
ty. He exhibited In Georgetown an 
abstract of title; the original date hav- 
Jng been 17M.. "While vague in charac- 
ter, it Is nevertheless a fact that the 
abstract showed title up to January 
1. 1910. 


"The fact has now leaked out that 


the land in question was originally 
granted by England to the state of 
Virginia, lying on the eastern border. 
When Kentucky was taken Into the 
I'nion and the survey* had been pro- 
perly made this land in question re- 
verted to that state. As a result the 
original grant mad« by England to 
Virginia became void and of no effect. 
Since then Kentucky disposed of the 
land as it saw flt. many large coal 
coinpanif maintaining extensive es- 
tablishment*. 


"There is said to be several million 


dollars worth of improvements on the 
land, and that those holding ownership 
have an absolute title to their posses- 
sions which were deeded by the state 
of Kentucky. 


"Some weeks ago Grubb paid a visit

tain* in th*« city, when consumpti\es in the last 
Bt*gM of the disease are allowed to sit about in 
ths park and expectorate right and left. 


I venture to say that on any pleasant day one 


can see a dozen or more gathered on the south side 
of the band stand, where they expectorate Jn the 
dust and sand; the sputum dries and is carried by 
one of our frolicsome breezes to your lungs and 
mine, or to those of our nearest and dearest. We 
know that a healthy body can resist for a time, 
but a person for'any reason in a run down condi- 
tion or a naturally delicate child or adult Is apt 
to fall a -victim to this criminal carelessness. 


I know of other cities where invalids are sent 


for the cure of this disease, and they are forced 
by law to provide themselves with sputum cups. 
It is true that one occasionally sees a person using 
one of these cups, but for the one there are a 
dozen who seem utterly indifferent as to how they 
Imperil the lives of those about them. Until peo- 
ple realize that one of the greatest sources of in- 
fection lies in the dried sputum being carried by 
the dust into their lungs or into their food, it will 
do little good =to force the registration of these vic- 
tims of the white plague. Innocent children play 
about on the grass vhere these people expectorate. 
It -is right? Should not the city take steps to see 
that they provide themselves with these sputum 
cups or do it for them if they cannot? 
It is a 


disgrace to so fair a city as Colorado Springs, as 
well as a menace to the health of all from the rich- 
est to the. poorest. •
